soldiers arrived at Frankfurt/Oder from BresteLitovsk and 
preceeded to Camp Nunen. when the trrins vassed through 
Frenifurt/Oder, all doors of the boxears were closed, but 
the troops looked out through the windows. Camp Nunen was 
occupied to capacity. The last shipment of Eli who arrived 
there marehed to Fran’-furt/oder in zrouns of about 100 each 
anc were quartered in the barracks installation there. Some 
tire later, they departed to Ebersvalde and toward Cottbus 
abcard regular passenger trains.

25X1A (1) Sinilar observations were previcusiy made by 
Prankfurt/Oder and Kuestrin. Reports indicate that, dur'n: the 
25X1A period from 3 to 15 October 1951, five trains with a total of 
about 207 boxcars with troops arrived in the Soviet zone of 
Gerrany, Three of them cane via suestrin and two cane fror the 
direction of Cotthus and vere unloaded in Kosengarten near 
Frankfurt/dder, Brest=Litovsk has not previously been reported 
as the dispatching station of these trains. The incoming 
personnel went to transient suarters in Frankrurt/Oder, probably 
to Gamp “unen and the Eichhorn aserne. 
(2) The daily figures for Soviet leave traffic in both directions 
slightly increased over rrevious reports. 
(3) Shuttle-train No 101 was last observed when voting from the 
direction of Cottbus to Rosengarten via Prankfurt/Cder on 
1: October 1951, consisting of 53 cars with personel, 25X1A
